All hope that Vermont would rat- 


ify the woman suffrage amendment 
before the presidential election van- 
ished when a letter was made public 
from Gov. P. W. Clement to Col. J. E. 
Piddock, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, in which the Gov- 
ernor refuses the committee's request 
that he call an extra session of the 
Legislature for the purpose.
